ORDER 

(Passed on this 5th day of December, 1998.) 

This case relates to a proposal from the Paradip Port Trust (PPT) for fixation of tariff for the berth to 
be taken on lease by M/s. Oswal Chemicals and Fertilizers Limited (OCFL) at the Paradip Port. 

2. The OCFL is putting up a fertilizer factory near the PPT with reference to this project, they have 
requested the Applicant to lease out a captive berth of 230 metres, in continuation of the existing berth allotted 
to the Paradip Phosphates Limited (PPL), for import of raw materials for their fertilizer factor} Proposals were 
made simultaneously for fixation of tariff and for clearance of the project by the Government. The Govern¬ 
ment clearance has not yet materialised. In the meanwhile, the tariff case has matured for consideration. 
Accordingly, the Authority considered this proposal, ahead of Government clearance for the project, in its 
meeting held on 5 December, 1998. 

3. The proposal in brief is as follows 

(i) The PPT is constructing a berth of 290 meters in continuation of the existing berth allotted to the 
PPL. 230 metres of this (new) berth is proposed to be given on lease to the OCFL There is 
another new berth of 190 metres to be constructed in continuation of the new berth meant for the 
OCFL. The remainder of this 60 metres (290 minus 230) is proposed to be added to the second 
new berth making it 250 (190 + 60) metres length in all. 

(ii) The new berth is being so constructed as to be fit for installation of heavy equipment at the 
unloading arm and conveyor gallery system. The PPT will also provide 11,600 sq.m, back up 
area, including a 6,650 sq m concreted surface The terms of lease are strictly in accordance with 
the prevailing letting rates as detailed in the approved Scale of Rates These charges are subject 
to change from time to time 
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(iii) . The PPT and the OCFL have drawn up a Memorandum of 

Understanding (MOU) stipulating the details of the agreement 
governing the project. 

(iv) . The OCFL .will make such constructions and install such equipment 

exclusively at flheir cost to ensure smooth and safe loading/unloading, 
handling, pumping, storing, and transporting of cargo (liquid, solid and 
gaseous) 

(v) . The OCFL will be subject to the application of all the relevant rules, 

regulations and bylaws. They are expected to ensure proper 
adherence to and compliance of all legal provisions. 

(vi) . The OCFL wilt have the right to determine the priority for berthing of 

ships calling at their captive berth. The PPT will arrange for 
expeditious berthing/saiiing of vessels brought by the OCFL. In case 
of competing demands, reasonable .priority wW be given to the ships 
brought by the OCFL for the captive berth. 

(vii) . The captive berth charge will be Rs.3.96 crore per annum payable in 

monthly installments of Rs33 lakhs in advance. The berth change will 
be payable from the date of the first shipment or from the date on 
which the berth becomes unusable for port's use on account of 
OCFL's constructional activities, whichever is earlier. 

(viii). The wharfage charge has been modelled on the pattern applicable to 
the PPL In other words, a sliding scale with reference to different 
brackets of quantities has been proposed. Only, the quantity slabs 
have been slightly adjusted upwards; and, a new slab for quantities 
above 15 lakh M.T. has been added. 

There is a basic stipulation that the rates to be charged to the OCFL 
will in no case be less than the prevailing rates for the PPL at any 
point of time. 

There is also a provision that there will be a 5% ihcrease with effect 
from 1 April 2000; and, a further increase of 10% once every three 
years thereafter.

(ix). The rpinimum guaranteed cargo of one million tonne per annum will 
be Affective from the date of taking over of the berth till 31 March 
2002. This guaranteed minimum will be increased to 2.5 million tonne 
per annum with effect from 1 April 2002 In case of any shortfall, the 
OCFL will pay wharfage for the full guaranteed cargo. 

In the discussions, the following points emerged: 

(i) . In terms of the prevailing guidelines on the subject to the Port Trusts, 

Government clearance for this project would be required. Such a 
clearance from the Government had not yet been received. 

(ii) . The proposed lease in favour of the OCFL was modelled in all 

respects on the tease of a berth to a public sector undertaking, the 
Paradip Phosphates Limited (PPL). 

(iii) . The berth in reference would be a newly constructed berth. It would 

hot cut into any existing traffic requirements. The Chairmen of the 
PPT had categorically stated that there was no objection from any 
quarter to the proposed lease. 

(iv) . The PPT would only construct the berth. Installation of all equipment, 

operationalisation of the berth, and all handling of cargoes would be 
the responsibility of the Lessee. 

(v) . The details of costing relating to construction of the berth had been 

verified to ensure that the captive berth charge proposed of Rs.3.96 
crores, payable in advance in monthly instalments, was reasonable. 
Incidentally, this was also totally acceptable to the Lessee. 

(vi) . The details of the wharfage proposed had also been examined to 

ensure that they were reasonable. The 'slab rate’ structure had been 
maintained as in the case of the PPL. Bearing in mind the likelihood 
of heavier traffic loads on this berth, suitable adjustments/refinements 
in the slab structure had been introduced including addition of a new 
Slab at the higher level. Bearing in mind toe Lessee's guarantee for 
payment of wharfage with reference to an assured minimum traffic, 
the rate structure in the different slabs had been somewhat scaled 
down. But, care had been taken at the same time to ensure that the 
payments would in no case be tess than that applicable to 
corresponding traffic levels at the PPL berth. 

(vii) . The escalation proposed of 10% once every three years was also 

seen to be reasonable; if at all, it could be said to be slightly on the 
lower side. But, the entire rate structure had to be seen in the context 
of the minimum cargo guaranteed for wharfage purposes. 

(viii). The clause in the Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) relating to 
the priority befthing was found to be vague and capable of varying 
interpretations. But, in view of the position that the Lessee (i.e., 
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OCFL) was happy with the wording and was not keen on any 
alteration, foe Authoritywoufd notlnterfere with this provision. 

(ix). The projected return on investment of 14.5% was found to be in order, 
ft was noted that tee PPT had not reckoned with any 'contribution 
towards the Renewal Fund' since all investments on equipment and 
or? maintenance thereof was to be from the side of the OCFL. 

A doubt arose about the adequacy of the 11.5% provision towards 
‘Interest in the backdrop of the prevailing 14% P LR. At the time of 
the joint hearing the PPT confirmed the accuracy of the 11.5% 
provision with reference to the rate of Interest charged by th# 
Government. 


(x) . Relevant details of lands [to be] occupied by conveyor gallery, 

pipelines, etc,, and the different rates of rentals to be charged therefor 
had not been specified in the MOU. The PPT should be asked to do 
this to avoid any confusion later on, 

(xi) . The rates charged were soon to be those fixed in 1993. It would have 

been better to revise the rates and apply the new rates. But, the PPT 
had chosen to go by the old rates as revision of rates might take time 
and delay the commencement of the project But, care had been 
taken to stipulate in the MOU that the rates would be altered as and 
when they were revised from tfme to time. 

4.2. Subject to the observations made above, the Authority approves the 

proposal of the PPT. A copy of the approved MOU Is attached. 

6. In view of the position that the Government clearance for the project 

had not yet materialised, tee Authority’s approval of tee tariff in this case Is subject 
to clearance of the project by the Government.

THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF PARADIP PORT ... represented 

through the Chairman, hereinafter called the BOARD, Party of the FIRST PART. 

AND 

OSWAL, CHEMICALS & FERTILIZERS LTD., party of the Second Part 

AND 

OCFL i.e. party of the second part is commissioning a Fertilizer Plant at 
Musadiha in Paradip Port. 

AND 

WHEREAS THE OCFL for import of raw material, machineries, equipments and 
export of its finished products in future, essentially require berthing facilities in the 
Paradip Port. 


AND 

WHEREAS THE Board agreed to allot Multipurpose Berth in the Paradip Port 
admeasurisng 230 Mtrs. in length & 23 Mtr. in width along with a back up space 
of 230 X 40 Mtrs. as per location in Map at Annexure - I meant and proposed to 
provide berthing facilities exclusively for the OCFL on the following amongst 
other terms and conditions. 

1. That, the said captive berth shall be exclusively provided for the 
use of OCFL subject to payment of the rate mentioned in the Schedule of Rates 
annexed to the Agreement and will become payable from the date as indicated in 
the MOU. The contract for Ipasing out Berth & Port land, Port services, etc. will 
be made operation from the date of signing of MOU and made applicable till 
01.04.2016, which can be extended for further 10 years thereafter, subject to 
approval of the Board. 

2. That there will be an escalation at he rate of 10% after every 3 
years calculated from 01. 04.1999. A minimum guaranteed cargo of 1 million 
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ton per annum will be effective from the data of taking over of the berth till 
31.03.2002 and a guaranteed cargo of 2.5 million tons per annum will be 
effective from 01.04,2002. In case of any shortfall M/s OCFL will pay wharfage 
for the full guaranteed cargo as stated above. 

3. That, it shall be the full and absolute responsibility of the OCFL to 
make such constructions and instal such equipments exclusively at their cost in 
the berth to ensure smooth and safe loading / unloading, handling, pumping, 
storing, transporting of any cargo, either solid, liquid and gaseous material 
brought to the said captive berth by the OCFL directly or by its agents, 
successors, assignees and it shall be the absolute responsibility of the OCFL to 
maintain, repair, replace such installations equipments and machineries from 
time to time and / or in the event of any loss and damage to the same. 

The OCFL will pay as per the Port’s Scale of Rates applicable from 
time to time for the services rendered by the Port Trust such as Pilotage, Port 
dues etc. 

4. That, such installations and fixtures as stated above, even if done 
permanently to the ground within the Port limits and its vicinity would not vest 
and / or create any right, title and interest in land to which such permanent 
installations are made in favour of OCFL, their agents, successors and assignees 
and the same shall always continue to rest and vest with the Board. 

In addition to above, OCFL will have to pay any taxes or levies 
imposed for facilities and on the charges by any appropriate authority. 

5. That, the OCFL shall be solely responsible to manage the facilities 
built by them for unloading and loading of ships and for storage, handling and 
transportation of cargo at the Berth in any manner machanically or manually and 
the Board shall not be responsible in any manner whatsoever. The personnel of 
OCFL or its authorised representatives shall be deployed only to carry out the 
above works. 

6. That, the OCFL shall be responsible to build and operate a control 
room for the operation / maintenance / administration of their facilities at the Port 
and to establish a communication system for efficient functioning of the various 
facilities. The said control room has to be built at a suitable place to be approved 
by the Chief Engineer, Paradip Port Trust. 

7. That the OCFL shall have the right to bring any cargo either liquid, 
solid or gaseous (both in bulk or packaged condition) to the Fertilizer Berth or 
shift out any cargo either liquid, solid or gaseous (both in bulk or packaged 
condition) from the Berth, subject to the normal regulation regarding safety, draft 
limitation etc. governing shipping at the Port. 
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8. That the personnel of OCFL and their agents and representatives 
shall be solely responsible for handling of cargo at the Berth. That M/s OCFL 
shall cover its personnel as well as the equipments, installations at the berth by 
suitable insurance and also be hereby indemnify any and every loss caused on 
account of such handling to the Board or its property and persons and to third 
parties. 

9. That, the OCFL shall arrange for Electricity, water and other utilities 
required for installation / operation / maintenance of their equipments and other 
facilities at the berth. They shall also have the right to supply fresh water to ships 
calling at the berth. 

10. That, the OCFL shall provide fencing around the berth and also 
provide their own security and fire fighting arrangements and employ their own 
guards, machineries, facilities and cargo within the berth area. However, the 
Board shall have overall control of the Security arrangements of the Port area. 

11. That, the OCFL shall have the right to determine the priority for the 
berthing of the ships calling at their berth or intending to use their berth including 
the right to shift the vessel already working on the berth and bring another vessel 
to the berth for unloading / loading subject to all traffic regulations of Board and 
consistent with navigational safety. In case the berth is kept idle / vacant, Board 
will have the right to make use of such berth. Actual berth hire charges realised 
by the Board for the utilisation can be adjusted against dues of OCFL. 

12. The Port shall arrange for berthing / sailing of vessels brought by 
OCFL expeditiously. In case of competing demands, reasonable priority will be 
given to the ships brought by OCFL for this berth. 

13. That, without any prejudice to the exclusive ownership of Board, the 
OCFL shall have all just and reasonable right of way upon the land occupied by 
the conveyor gallery, pipeline from the captive berth to their site and a road for 
movement of men and materials on payment of ground rent / land lease charges 
as applicable at this date and increase from time to time with revision in the land 
premium / ground rent etc., OCFL shall be allowed the erect such structures in 
this land as per plans to be approved by the Chief Engineer, PPT. In future, if at 
any time, PPT wants the structure / alignment of Conveyor Gallery etc. to be 
shifted because of development plan then OCFL will shift / relocate such 
structure at their own cost within such time as may be indicated in the notice to 
that effect by the Chief Engineer. In such case PPT will not be required to pay 
any compensation. The OCFL, the second party, shall have no right, title or 
interest over the land in question. 

14. That, without any prejudice to the exclusive ownership of the Board, 
the OCFL shall have all just and reasonable right of way upon the land. That, 
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M/s OCFL should not be allowed to sublet, transfer or otherwise put with the use 
of the berth or its rights under this agreement. 

15. That, the second party shall pay a security deposit equal to the 
amount of one year’s easement many as stated in the foregoing clauses i.e. 
paragraphs 13 & 14 which shall, not carry any interest. 

16. That the annual charges as stated in paras 13 & 14 shall be 
payable within a week from the date of commencement of the year of the year of 
easement i.e. the date from which the work of laying conveyor, gallery / pipe rack 
have commenced on the land in question But the OCFL, the second party, shall 
have no right, title and interest over the said land. 

17 That, the second party shall indemnify the Board of Trustees, 

Paradip Port against all kinds of losses, damages to the Port property, personnel 
etc. caused due to the laying, maintenance and operation of the aforesaid 
gallery / pipe rack etc. 

18. The OCFL, the second party at any time during the said term 
without prior permission in writing of the Board, shall not erect any building or 
structure or make any alteration or addition whatsoever in or to any structure 
which may hereafter be erected on the lands described in Paras 12 and 13 
without such permission as aforesaid. 

19. That, the Board shall be responsible for providing just and 
reasonable preventive maintenance to make good of the usual wear and tear 
caused to the berth by natural process. But, it shall be the absolute responsibility 
and liability of the OCFL (under the Port Rules and Regulations) to compensate 
and make good each and every loss and damage caused to such captive berth 
or any part thereof, either on account of irregular and improper handling of cargo 
and / or owing to vessels calling at the berth, or intending to use the berth at their 
instance. 

20 That, the OCFL shall be subjected to the application of all relevant 

laws, rules and regulations by - laws, notification of the Board that are for the 
time being in force and to be framed and enforced from time to time. 

21, That in case of any dispute arising out and in relation to this 
agreement for interpretation of any terms and clauses of this agreement, the 
matter shall be referred to the arbitration, as provided under Arbitration & 
Conciliation Act, 11996 if the Board of Trustees, Paradip Port considers it 
necessary. 

22. That, if the OCFL, the second party, contravenes any condition of 
the deed of agreement executed between the parties, the Board shall have every 
right to withdraw the easementary right granted to them. 
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23. The captive berth charges of Rs.3,96,00,000,00 per annum payable 
monthly in advance i.e. Rs.33.00 lakhs per month from the date of first shipment 
or the berth become unusable for Port’s use on account of OCFL’s constructional 
activities whichever is earlier. 

24. The requirement of land for M/s. OCFL for laying their conveyor 
Gallery, Pipe Line, etc. has been provisionally calculated and categorised as at 
ANNEXURE - II of this MOU with a view to charge different rates as provided in 
the existing Port Scale of Rates / Estate Notification towards land lease charges / 
ground rent which would be payable by M/s. OCFL in accordance with Clause 
13,14 & 16 of this MOU. 

IN WITNESS of the above terms and conditions, the parties to this 
agreement do hereby put their respective seals and signatures on this, the 
day of 1998 in the presence of witnesses.

ANNEXURE TO MOU 


CHARGES FOR CARGO OF M/S OSWAL CHEMICALS & FERTILIZERS LTD., 
TO BE HANDLED AT MULTIPURPOSE BERTH SUBJECT TO REVISION AS 
PER M.O.U. 


1. Captive Berth charges of Rs.396 lakhs (Rupees Three hundred ninety six 
lakhs) per annum payable on monthly basis in advance @ Rs.33 lakhs P.M. 
irrespective of quantum of cargo handled. Such payment shall be effective from 
the date of first shipment or from the date when the Berth become unusable by 
the Port on account of M/s OCFL’s constructional activities whichever is earlier. 
The Berth hire charges will be reviewed and revised after 2008. 

2. Wharfage charges will be applicable with effect from 01.04.1999 on the 
following rates. 

a) Rs.65.00 per MT for the 1st 5 lakh MT / year. 

b) Rs.55.00 per MT for 5 lakh MT to 10 lakh MT / year. 

c) Rs.40.00 per MT for 10 lakh MT to 15 lakh MT / year. 

d) Rs.25.00 per MT for above 15 lakh MT per year. 

There will be escalation at the rate of 10% on he rates in every 3 years 
over the previous wharfage rate. A minimum guaranted cargo of one million 
tonnes per annum will be effective from the date of taking over of the berth till 
31.03.2002 and a minimum guaranted cargo of 2.5 million tonnes per annum will 
be affective form 01.04.2002. In case of any shortfall, M/s OCFL will pay 
wharfage for full guaranted cargo. 

3. The rates to be charged from M/s OCFL in respect of berth hire and 
wharfage shall not be less than the prevailing rates for M/s Paradeep 
Phosphates Ltd. at any point of time. In the event of Paradip Port Trust’s 
agreement with M/s Paradeep Phosphates ltd. terminates for any reason : 

(a) The first slab of wharfage chargeable to M/s OCFL shall not be less 
than the prevailing rate for Fertilizer raw materials as per PPT's 
scale of rates. 

(b) The berth hire chargeable to M/s OCFL shall not be less than the 
berth hire charges for a 40,000 GRT foreign going ship calculated 
notionally on an annual basis, 
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4. OTHER SERVICE CHARGES : 

In addition to the charges as mentioned at (1) and (2) above, M/s OCFL 
will pay other service charges namely, pilotage and towage and Port dues etc. as 
per the scale of rates and as may be amended form time to time. 

5. ANY OTHER CHARGES : 

In addition to above, M/s OCFL will have to pay any taxes or levies 
imposed for the facilities and on the charges by any appropriate authority. 


6. ROW FOR THE LAND REQUIRED FOR CONVEYOR GALLERY : 

Without prejudice to the exclusive ownership of the Board M/s OCFL shall 
have all just and reasonable right of way upon the land occupied by the 
Conveyor system, pipeline from the Captive Berth to their site and a road for 
movement of men and materials on payment of ground rent / land lease charges 
as applicable at this date and increase from time to time with revision in the land 
premium and ground rent etc.

The rates adopted are as per existing Port Scale of Rates for the area 
inside Customs Boundary and as per Estate Notification vide No. FA/EST/Land/99/95 
dated 08.11.1995 for the portion outside Customs Boundary which are subject to 
revision from time to time. As per the Draft MOU, Clause -13 the above rate is 
applicable and the rate as would be revised from time to time would also be applicable to 
M/s. OCFL. The area crossing over the Road / Railway Lines have not been included. 

Over and above the area as shown in the table, OCFL would be 
occupying an area of 11 m x 6m at every pipe loops (which would be 8 ifi number as 
submitted by them) aggregating to 66 sqm. x 8-528 sqm. The rates for the loop area 
would be charged depending on their location and plot on which they are falling. The 
position would only be available at the time of laying of pipelines etc.
